Weather Control and 
Hail Reports 


Diversified. crops, including 
hay and pasture, plus hail insur- 
ance are still the farmer’s best 
protection against hail losses. 
The Alberta Research Council 
with scientific and ‘technical help 
from meteorologists, physicists, 
chemists and many others are at- 
tempting to find out what can 
be done to dissipate hail clouds.
